bear Commissioner Van Kessel: 


I am writing to you concerning the proposal to establish 
a County Library System for Palm Beach County. Although this 
letter is written as an expression of my personal views, my con- 
cern with Public Library Facilities includes service as member of 
the First Library Board, North Palm Beach Village Library, as 
well as serving in an advisory capacity to the Town of Lake Park 
Library. In addition, my wife, who replaced me on the North Palm 
Beach Library Board when I was appointed Village Attorney, is 
currently the chairman of this board and, as such, is also con- 
cerned with County Library Service. 


At the conclusion of the Public Hearing on Monday, June 
7th, it seems that the concensus of opinion and fact is as follows: 


l. A county library system is needed and wanted in Palm 
Beach County. 


2. The most feasible method of financing and operating 
such a system requires additional study and time. 


3. According to Chapter 150 of the Florida Statutes, 
the proposed budget for the County Library must be presented prior 
to July lst of each year, and a report containing statistics and 
other information required by the County Commissioners must be 
presented prior to November lst of each year. 
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It would seem, therefore, that if the County Library 
System is adopted after July 1, 1965, most problems connected with 
who will be taxed to pay for this service will have a substantial 
time to be solved before the taxes are levied. Therefore, I sug- 
gest that the logical and progressive steps to be taken next are 
these: 


1. The County Commission should publish notice two 
times, as set forth in 150.02, Florida Statutes, giving the date 
at which time action will be taken to adopt a County Library 
System. This date should be the first Keele meeting 
after July 1, 1965. j 


2. At this meeting you could move, and you and the 
Commission could vote, to establish a County Library System. This 
will satisfy the need for positive action now without any legal 
possibility of committing county funds before the budget year 
1966 ~ 1967, which must be considered by any reasonable standard 
as sufficient time to plan a proper program. 


3. The County Commissioners would then recommend five 
persons to Governor Burns for appointment to the Library Board in 
accordance with 150.03, Florida Statutes. As members of this Board 
I would suggest you consider recoamending Mr. Paul Speicher, of 
Delray Beach, whose successful concern with the Delray Beach 
Library and with the tax structure of the County Library would 
render him extremely valuable to our County Library Board. Also, 
in recognition of the extraordinary work of the League of Women 
Voters, I would suggest you solicit at least one proposed member 
they would recommend. The other members should also be responsible 
citizens who have been and are concexned with Library functions and 
services as well as with a conservative fiscal policy to fairly 
establish and maintain our County System. 


4. As per 150.05, Florida Statutes, the county board 
could require the library board to give such statistics and other 
information to the county board ag will help determine the most 
feasible method of maintaining and operating library service for 
our county. This report is mandatory by November lst, four months 
after establishment of the library and should be ample time to 
make a preliminary report. Then by next July lst the library 
board and the county board should be in an excellent position to 
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discuss budgeting funds for the following fiscal year as determined 
by the two boards. Meanwhile, between November l, 1965 and July 1, 
1966 the library board with county board assent could contact 
municipal libraries to see which, if any, would care to participate 
and on what basis. These could then be determined sufficiently in 
advance of July 1, 1966, that the proper tax base or districts and 
the desired extent of County Library Facilities would be ready to 
proceed, and by November of 1966 the actual beginnings of library 
service for all of Palm Beach County would occur. By permitting 
the library board which would be responsible by law to administer 
and maintain the County Library System to conduct its own feasi- 
bility study for one year, you will avoid duplication of effort 

and place the responsibility for this in the proper hands. Other- 
wise, an advisability group may not recommend whet the library 
board feels is proper and this needed facility can be studied to 
death. 


I have taken the time to suggest the above because I 
believe this will honor the objectives of the League of Women 
Voters and the Delray Beach Library Board, who both appear to want 
good library service for our county without a necessary committment 
for extra taxation for municipalities that currently support 
libraries. I sincerely feel, however, that a study group, per se, 
might set their program back beyond 1966 ~ 1967 to the detriment 
of the entire county. By law, however, if the system is adopted 
after July 1, 1965, no moneys would be available until November 
1, 1966, and this would set a reasonable, legal objective which 
I believe will be of substantial benefit to our county. The 
League cannot object to your abiding by the law which necessitates 
delay, and the Delray Library Board has certainly endorsed a 
county library system provided time is provided for responsible 
people to study the minute details of the matter and set up a con- 
servative fiscal and tax program which does not discriminate a- 
gainst established libraries. 


In view of your constant efforts to attract industry 
and residents to our county by sincere and thoughtful planning, 
I have directed my thoughts to you in the hope you will personally 
move the proper steps to establish our library. This may be an 
added inducement to industry and future residents to Locate in 
Palm Beach County. I am also enclosing copies of this letter to 
Mr. Speicher and Mrs. Weinstock for their comments, if any, in

the hope that this presents a plan acceptable to all who are 
sincerely interested in providing proper county library service. 
Be assured, also, that I have no pride of authorship for this 
plan and you may feel free to adopt it as your own or to amend 
it to comform to your personal views. I do, however, expressly 
urge you to take definite action soon.

MEMO TO: MEMBERS OF LIBRARY ADVISORY COMMITTEE December 8, 1965 
FROM: MRS. W. E. ECKLER, CHAIRMAN 


This is to bring all of you up to date on what has been accom- 
plished since our organizational meeting. 


On December. 1st a sub-committee of four of us went through the 
files which are in the County Commissioners! office pertaining to the 
matter of County Library Service and found many Letters and resolutions 
in the Commissioners’ file. In the file turned over by the League of 
Women Voters there is a copy of the proposition for Library service as 
prsented by them together with the results of the survey which they had 
made. It was the unanimous feeling of this sub-committee that these 
files should remain in tact and in the Commissioners! office. I feel 
sure that if at some time any of you would like to take a few minutes to 
go through them, they would be made available to you. 


As instructed by you, I wrote Miss Verna Nistenderk, Director of 
the Extension Division of the Florida State Library. Miss Elizabeth Cole, 
a member of the Extension Division, answered my Letter due to the fact that 
Miss Nistenderk was out of the city and also because she will be our con- 
sultant. The State is divided into three sections and each of the members 
of the Extension staff is assigned one section. Miss Cole has the south 
end of the State. You have by now received some materials which she was 
good enough to send to me for distribution. I am sure you will find it 
helpful. 


I learned that Miss Cole was going to be in this area and was 
fortunate enough to reach her and set up a meeting which was held llonday, 
December 6th. Mrs. Rush and Mr. Gildan were with us for part of our con- 
versation. One of the things she had sent me was a copy of the question- 
naire used when the Extension Division made a survey of Library service in 
Polk County. We all egreed that it would be good for each of us to have a 
copy of it. Miss Cole will send these directly to each of you. Will you 
please read it over carefully in the light of applying it to Palm Beach 
County. Make any changes and/or suggestions you think advisable and return 
the form to her as goon as possible. She will incorporate such suggestions 
as she can. We will have to rely on her discretion and professional knowl- 
edge of how these things are done but she is anxious to have the thinking 
of the committee members. Ife get these to her soon enough, she may be 
able to have a final draft ready before our January 19th meeting in which 
case she will plan to stay here at that time and make the necessary inter- 
views for the survey. She would like for each member of the committee to 
go with her on at least one interview so that we will all be familiar with 
how the information for such a survey is gathered. 


I felt it was most helpful to have had this opportunity to talk 
with Miss Cole and was delighted that the other two committee officers 
were able to meet her.
